In  tne  aftermath  of  Hurricane 
Katrina,  the  Baldwins  were  part  ci 
First  Church,  Vicksburg's  ministry  to 
those  who  had  been  displaced  due  to 
the  storm.  Soon  thereafter,  die  cou¬ 
ple  learned  of  an  opportunity  to 
minister  at  First  Church, 
Pearlington.  Part  of  their  responsi¬ 
bilities  included  coordinating  con¬ 
struction  work  in  the  affected  area. 

"Jim  Didlake  asked  us  if  weM  be 
willing  to  work  at  Pearlington  for  a 
year,"  said  David  Baldwin.  "We 
ended  up  staying  an  additional  two 
years.  We  learned  that  the  Lord 
wanted  us  to  take  one  step  at  a  time 
and  turn  it  all  over  to  Him." 

Patty  Baldwin  told  the  story  of,  a 
woman  raising  a  six-year-old  grand¬ 
daughter.  "(Sne)  found  a  sink  that 
she  wanted  someone  to  install,"  she 
said,  "but  we  found  that  her  trailer 
was  in  such  awful  shape,  with  the 
walls  propped  up,  and  sne  needed  to 
own  her  own  property  in  order  for 
any  repairs  to  be  done.  Churches 
came  through  and  we  were  able  to 
buy  her  a  new  trailer.  And  all  she 
en  wanted  was  a  sink." 

10  Adrian  Turner  told  of  his  work  at 
>m  the  Pascagoula  port  ministry, 
ice  "You're  never  too  late  to  start  serv¬ 
es-  ing  the  Lord,"  Turner  said.  "At  age 
67;  I  went  into  full-time  service." 
Turner  volunteered  with  the  sea¬ 


men's  ministry  for  about  three  years, 
but  a  little  voice  told  him,  'T'ou  can  do 
more."  So  Turner  has  since  served  for  an 
additional  seven  years.  "God  has  pro¬ 
vided  our  needs,  giving  us  what  we 
needed  to  get  the  Job  done,"  he  said. 
"Six  months  after  Katrina  we  got  a  new 
center  with  no  mortgages."  Tne  previ¬ 
ous  seamen's  center  was  destroyed  in 
the  storm. 

The  center  provides  several  services. 
"We  give  the  Jesus  video  to  anyone  who 
will  accept  it,"  Turner  said.  'Seafarers 
want  to  make  phone  calls  home,  and 
they  want  to  go  to  Wal-Mart.  If  they 
don't  know  any  other  words  in  English, 
they  do  know  'Wal-Mart.'" 

Rick  Dunbar,  an  emergency  room 
physician  and  member  of  First  Church, 
Madison,  spoke  about  his  call  into  med¬ 
ical  missions. 

"In  1993,  I  was  called  out  of  being  a 
veterinarian  and  went  back  to  medical 
school,"  said  Dunbar,  citing  Joshua  1:9  as 
part  of  that  call.  "God  changes  us  when 
we  are  obedient  to  His  will. 

Dunbar  shared  how  in  some  areas  of 
Asia,  volunteers  hike  into  remote  areas 
to  deliver  radios  that  can  only  receive  a 
Christian  radio  station  that  broadcasts  in 
their  "heart  language."  He  continued  by 
informing  the  audience  about  the 
Southern  Cross  project.  "In  one 
unnamed  large  Asian  country,  distribut¬ 
ing  the  Bible  is  illegal,"  he  said.  "If  we 
can  get  a  Bible  into  tne  hands  of  a  nation¬ 
al,  studies  have  shown  that  it  is  read  by 
up  to  10  other  people,  cover  to  cover."

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A1  Qaida:  Christians  'legitimate  targets' 


BAGHDAD,  Iraq  (BP)  — 
Al-Qaida  in  Iraq  has  declared 
that  Christians  in  the  Middle 
East  are  "legitimate  targets" 
for  violence,  after  the  group 
carried  out  an  unprecedented 
attack  on  a  Baghdad  church. 

The  Islamic  State  of  Iraq, 
with  ties  to  al-Qaida,  released  a 
message  Nov.  3  saying,  'The 
Ministry  of  War  of  Islamic  State 
of  Iraq  declares  that  all  the  cen¬ 
ters,  organizations  and  bodies 
of  Christian  leaders  and  follow¬ 
ers  have  become  legitimate  tar¬ 
gets  by  the  Mujaheaeens,  wher¬ 
ever  our  hands  will  reach 
them,"  according  to  a  CNN 
report  which  the  U  S. 
Commission  on  International 
Religious  Freedom  (USCIRF) 
circulated  to  its  e-mail  list. 

Richard  Land,  a  USCIRF 
commissioner  and  president 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Ethics 
&  Religious  Liberty 
Commission  Nashville,  told 
Baptist  Press  members  of  al- 
Qaida  have  shown  themselves 
to  be  murderous  barbarians. 

"This  is  just  further  confir¬ 
mation  that  they  operate  out¬ 
side  the  rules  of  civilization. 
They  should  be  condemned  by 
every  civilized  people  and 
every  civilized  faith,"  Land 
said.  "This  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  the  too  often 
silent  Muslim  community  in 
the  United  States  to  condemn 
these  threats  against  Christians 
and  to  condemn  the  atrocities 
that  are  being  committed  in  the 
name  of  their  faith." 


The  Islamic  State  of  Iraq 
claimed  that  its  declaration  tar¬ 
geting  Christians  was  brought 
on  by  a  dispute  regarding 
women  they  allege  are  being 
held  captive  by  Egypt’s  Coptic 
Church,  and  they  attributed 
their  anger  over  the  situation  to 
prompting  the  attack  on  a 
Baghdad  church  that  left  nearly 
60  people  dead  Oct.  31. 

*The  sword  of  slaughter  will 
not  be  lifted  off  the  necks  of 
their  followers  until  they 
denounce  what  the  dog  of  the 
Egyptian  church  has  commit¬ 
ted,  and  until  they  show  the 
Muiahedeens  their  serious 
endeavor  to  pressure  the  com¬ 
batant  [Coptic]  church  for  the 
release  of  our  Muslim  sisters, 
who  are  captive  in  die  prisons 
of  their  [monasteries!,"  the  mil¬ 
itant  group  said  Wednesday. 

Mike  Edens,  professor  of 
theology  and  Islamic  studies 
at  New  Orleans  Seminary 
who  ministered  in  the  Muslim 
world  for  25  years,  said  to

Marijuana  supporters  not  giving  up;  opponents  ready 
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SACRAMENTO,  Calif.  (BP) 
—  The  votes  were  still  being 
counted  in  CaMiomia  on  election 
night  when  the  defeated  sup¬ 
porter  of  legalizing  marijuana 
vowed  they  would  be  back  in 
2012,  "stronger  than  ever." 

Opponents  of  marijuana 
legalization  may  have  won  by 
8  significant  margin,  54-46%, 
but  the  debate  over  California 
Proposition  19  appears  to 
have  been  just  the  beginning 
of  what  likely  will  be  a  bu d- 
ding  political  and  cultural 
battle  that  could  last  for 
years,  if  not  decades. 

The  auestion:  Should 
America  legalize  marijuana 
for  recreational  use? 
Supporters  of  legalization 
had  hoped  California  could 
set  a  trend  that  would  spread 
nationwide.  They'll  try  again 
in  California  in  2012  and 
could  be  joined  by  ballot  ini¬ 
tiatives  in  other  states,  includ- 
»ng  Washington,  Colorado, 
and  Nevada. 

"The  legalization  of  mari¬ 
juana  is  no  longer  a  question 
of  if  but  a  question  of  when,"  ’ 
Prop  19  supporters  said  in  a 
statement. 


Wayne  Johnson,  campaign 
manager  for  No  on  19,  rejects 
the  notion  that  the  momen¬ 
tum  is  for  legalization.  "No 
trend  is  inevitable,"  he  said 
Nov.  4^  during  a  teleconfer¬ 
ence  with  reporters. 

Prop  19  would  have  made 
California  the  first  state  to 
legalize  the  growth,  sale,  and 
recreational  use  of  marijuana. 
Individuals  would  have  been 
able  to  grown  it  on  their  prop¬ 
erty  in  a  lot  no  bigger  than  Z5 
square  feet,  and  local  govern¬ 
ments  would  have  been  able 
to  tax  it. 

The  state  would  not  have 
received  ahy  revenue.  It  still 
would  have  been  illegal  on  the 
federal  level  —  a  fact  that  oppo¬ 
nents  were  quick  to  note. 

Prop  19  lost  because  a  broad 
coalition  of  liberals  and  conser¬ 
vatives,  „ .  Democrats-  and 
Republicans,  came  together  to 
argue  the  measure  was  flawed 
and  needed  to  be  rejected.  The 
"no"  side  even  received  back- 


reasons,  because,  under  the  ini¬ 
tiative's  language,  some  towns 
might  shut  down  medicinal 
marijuana  dispensaries. 

Tne  editonal  board  of  vir¬ 
tually  every  major  newspaper 
in  the  state  also  opposed  Prop 
19.  Some  of  those  editorials 
said  they  might  be  able  to 
support  marijuana  legaliza¬ 
tion  in  another  form  but  saw 
too  many  flaws  in  Prop  19. 

”We  nad  a  very  diverse 
coalition,"  said  Johnson,  who 
acknowledged  that  supporters 
of  marijuana  legalization  next 
time  will  make  some  changes 
to  attract  more  backing.  "...  In 
California,  you  really,  truly  do 
need  to  depend  upon  coalition 
politics.

A  majority  of  Democrats 
(56%)  supported  Prop  19,  but 
70%  of  Republicans  and  53% 
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may  have  a  better  chance  of 
passing  a  marijuana  initiative 
in  2012,  a  presidential  election 
year  when  young  people  are 
more  prone  to  vote  and  the 
California  electorate  may  be 
more  left-leaning.  Opponents 
argue  that  the  California  elec¬ 
torate  this  year  closely  mir¬ 
rored  a  presidential  year  and 
was  an  exception  to  the 
national  Republican  wave, 
with  Democrats  easily  win¬ 
ning  the  U.S.  Senate  race  and 
the  governor's  and  lieutenant 
govehior’s  races  in  the  state. 

In  fact,  some  political 
observers  believe  Democrats 
were  helped  in  California 
because  it  brought  out  people 
who  Voted  specifically  tor  pot 
legalisation.  *This  was  a  pretty 
strong  Democrats  showing  this 
time  around,  which  is  sort  of 
what  you  would  expect  in  a 
presidential  year,  as  well,"  said 
No  on  19  spokesman  Tim 
Rosales.

For  some,  involvement  means  a 
willingness  to  go  and  serve:  for  others,  it  is 
becoming  ministry  partners  to  financially 

support  someone  else  to  go.  For  others  it 

means  faithfully  praying  for  those  who  go 

and  those  who  support  as  ministry  partners 

and  for  many,  it  is  a  combination  of  these.

Recently,  I  was  listening  to 
a  celebrity  being  interviewed 
and  the  lire  after  death  subject 
came  up.  They  laughed  and 
joked  about  it  for  a  little  bit 
and  the  celebrity  said,  "Do 
you  know  something  that  I 
do  not  know?  Is  that  what 
you  are  trying  to  tell  me?" 
The  interviewer  saicL  "I  was 
just  asking  you  what  you 
think.  What  do  you  believe 
about  death?  What  do  you 
think  is  beyond?"  The  celebri¬ 
ty  said,  "Oh,  I  think  that  we 
come  back."  The  interviewer 
said,  "Really!  Come  back  as 
what?~  Ha  — ^  ~1  think  you 
come  back  as  an  animal/'  The 
interviewer  responded,  "An 
animal?"

gates.  1  have  known  some  peo¬ 
ple  who  had  near  death  expe¬ 
riences  and  they  feel  as 
though  the  Lord  allowed  them 
to  see  heaven  in  its  grandeur 
and  then  sent  them  back. 

When  1  am  asked  if  1  really 
believe  people  have  those 
kinds  of  experiences  or  won¬ 
der  what  ts  actually  taking 
place  in  those  events,  I  have 
to  say  that  1  honestly  do  not 
know  all  of  the  answers 
because  I  have  known  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  described  things  just 
exactly  like  the  Bible 
describes  them  in  the  New 
Jerusalem.

•  Everyone  to  facing  death . 
"It  is  appointed  unto  men 
once  to  die"  (Heb.  9:27).  I  cer¬ 
tainly  am  aware  of  the  fact 
that  Jesus  may  come  and 
gather  His  people  with  Him 
and  those  who  are  alive  as 


•  We  all  will  live  beyond 
death .  The  world  is  divided 
into  those  who  will  live  eter¬ 
nally  with  the  Lord,  and  oth¬ 
ers  who  will  live  eternally 
without  Him.  Here  is  an 
interesting  thing  about 
beyond  death.  Everyone  is  a 
believer.  Everyone  believes  in 
Jesus.  Of  course,  folks  who 
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Him,  worship  Him,  believe 
in  Him,  and  our  faith  has 
become  sight.  Sometimes 
what  people  fail  to  realize  is 
that  people  who  die  without 
Christ  believe  in  Him  in  eter¬ 
nity.  When  Jesus  told  of  eter¬ 
nity  as  focused  on  one  man 
He  said,  "And  in  hell  he  lift¬ 
ed  up  his  eyes,  being  in  tor¬ 
ment  and  ne  cried,  'Father 
Abraham,  send  Lazarus  to 
my  brothers'"  (Luke  16:23). 
This  man  who  is  lifting  up  his 
eyes  in  hell  knew  that  Jesus 
could  save,  and  he  wanted 
his  brothers  to  hear. 

The  problem  was,  they 
were  hearing  the  Word  of 
God  even  as  he  had  but 
chose  to  ignore  it  or  reject  it. 
Philippians  2:9-11  says,

Maybe  that 
moment  for  someone  is 
right  now.  You  can  pray 
something  like  this:  "Lord 
Jesus,  I  repent  of  my  sins.  I 
trust  you  to  give  me  ever¬ 
lasting  life  right  now.  1  give 
you  my  life  and  will  serve 
you  from  now  on  through¬ 
out  all  eternity.  Amen!"

When  John  D.  Rockefeller,  a 
life-long  Baptist,  died  in  1937,  a 
resident  of  New  York  City 
became  obsessed  with  learning 
how  much  he  left  behind  The 
man  called  and  visited  the 
Rockefeller  Center  in  vain.  No 
one  would  return  his  calls  or 
allow  him  in.  One  day  he  saw 
Rockefeller's  personal'  assistant 
leaving  the  building.  He  ran  up 
to  him,  grabbed  him  by  the  lapes 
and  exdaimed,  "I  just  have  to 
know.  How  much  did  John  D. 
Rockefeller  leave  behind?" 

The  assistant  pushed  him 
away  and  yelled,  Tie  left  it  aU, 
man!  He  left  it  aRT 

No  matter  how  much  any 
one  of  us  has  or  does  not  have, 
each  person  will  leave  it  all 
behind  at  the  end  of  our  lives. 


So  you  own  some  stock, 
land,  a  house,  jewelry, 
and  a  car.  Whose  will  it  H 
all  be  in  one  hundred 
years?  Do  you  own  it  or  just 
manage  it  while  you  are  here? 

Jesus  told  about  a  man  in 
Luke  12  who  mistakenly 
thought  he  owned  it  all.  God 
called  the  man  a  fool  for  pro¬ 
viding  treasure  on  earth  and 
ignoring  treasure  in  heaven. 
The  word  here  translated  fool 
in  the  original  New  Testament 
Greek  may  also  be  translated 
without  reason ,  senseless ,  fool¬ 
ish,  or  stupid ;  or  without  reflec¬ 
tion  or  intelligence ,  or  acting 
rashly.  None  of  those  are  flat¬ 
tering  words.  A  life  based 
solely  on  earthly  possessions 
truly  is  senseless. 

Tne  man  condemned  in  Jests' 
story  decided  to  enjoy  life  and  all 


that  he  had  acquired. 
Jesus  did  not  condemn 
the  man  for  planning 
for  here,  but  for  not 
planning  for  the  here¬ 
after.  Jesus  warned  in 
Luke  12:15,  "For  a 
man  s  life  consisteth  not 
in  the  abundance  of  the

In  our  society,  peo¬ 
ple  feel  as  though  they  absolute¬ 
ly  must  have  certain  things, 
many  of  which  were  not  even 
invented  until  recently.  In  a  few 
weeks  throngs  of  people  will 
descend  on  the  male  and  shop¬ 
ping  centers  on  "Black  Friday" 
to  purchase  the  latest  must-have 
items  for  Christmas  gifts.  When 
we  believe  that  what  we  do  not 
have,  where  we  have  not  been, 
or  what  we  have  not  experi¬ 
enced  lower  the  quality  of  our 
lives,  then  we  think  like  the  fool 
in  Jesus'  story.  Are  we  not  teach¬ 
ing  the  next  American  genera¬ 
tion  that  wearing  the  right 
clothes,  texting  on  the  best 
phones,  driving  the  cool  cars, 
playing  on  a  Wn  or  Xbax,  or 


surfing  the  web  on  select  com¬ 
puters  will  improve  our  lives? 
We  have  mistakenly  believed 
that  labor-saving  devices 
enhance  life  more  than  improve 
efficiency.  It  seems  that  we  in 
America  have  confused  making 
a  living  with  making  a  life,  who 
we  are  with  what  we  have,  and 
Whom  we  serve  with  whom  will 
serve  us.  We  are  far  more  inter¬ 
ested  in  stuff  than  the  Savior. 

I  recently  spent  ten  days  in 
Romania  on  a  mission  trip.  I 
survived  with  only  a  few  min¬ 
utes  of  television  per  day  on  a 
small  screen,  and  with  only  a 
simple  cell  phone  to  keep  in 
touch  with  tne  local  pastor.  The 
phone  did  not  tell  time,  check 
email,  or  predict  the  weather, 
yet  the  quality  of  my  life  was 
wonderful  I  rode  in  a  small  bus 
or  took  a  taxi,  yet  enjoyed  the 
company  of  great  Christians  in 
that  country  and  worked  with  a 
team  that  resulted  in  over  five 
hundred  Romanians  praying  to 
receive  Christ 

The  Apostle  Paul  wrote  in 
Philippians  1:21-26.  "For  to  me 
to  live  is  Christ  and  to  die  is 


gain,"  (KJV).  Death  is  a  bar¬ 
gain  for  a  born-again  follower 
of  Christ.  We  gain  heaven,  and 
lose  the  struggles  of  this 
world.  While  those  left  behind 
may  grief,  no  believer  in  heav¬ 
en  mourns.  Being  a  Christ-fol- 
lower  is  a  win-win  proposi¬ 
tion :  if  we  die,  we  go  to  be 
with  him;  if  we  live  He  guides 
us  through  life  and  even  uses 
us  to  build  His  kingdom. 

How  can  believers  help 
friends  who  struggle  with 
these  difficult  economic  times, 
if  we  are  no  different  from 
them?  First  let's  get  our  own 
priorities  straight  rerviiw  the 
Lord  instead  of  ourselves. 
Second,  recognize  the  tempo¬ 
ral  nature  of  fife  and  its  posses¬ 
sion  and  the  eternal  nature  of 
life  with  God.  Third,  share  that 
God's  standards  of  success  are 
different  from  man's.  Like 
John  D.  Rockefeller,  you  and 
all  your  friends  will  leave  it  aD 
behind.  To  what  wifl  you  go 
when  you  do?
